Now  that  Fall  has  come  we  look  for  re- 
rived  effort  on  the  pn0‘*  of  tiro  Bloomfield 
Improvement  Association.  The  various 
committees  have  had  the  Summer  months  in 
which  to  look  over  the  situation  and  to  ma 
ture  plans  for  the  improvement  of  our 
streets  and  immediate  surroundings,  and 
‘  from  the  known  character  of  tire  gentlemen 
Interested,  for  sbiHtv  and  hurinrss  earnest¬ 
ness.  large  hopes  have  been  awakened  of  the 
most  fruitful  results. 

Some  of  the  sidewalks  and  crossings  of  the 
town  demand  immediate  attention.  More 
seeds  to  be  done  in  this  respect  than  the 
Township  lias  made  provision  for.  Tony’s 
Creek  requires  to  have  given  to  it  an  alto¬ 
gether  different  tone.  The  Park  can  be 
made  a  hundred  fold  more  attractive,  anil 
iweaiblj  steps  could  be  taken  towards  re¬ 
storing  Watseasing  Lake.  The  recent  storm. 
Almost  refilling  the  old  boundaries  of  this 
lake,  ceased  a  general  expression  of  the  wish 
that  the  water  might  again  oovnr  permanent¬ 
ly  the  fields  which  now  lie  waste,  sad  are 
likely  so  to  remain,  so  far  as  budding  oper¬ 
ations  are  concerned.  We  do  not  mean  by 
this  that  Bloomfield  has  reached  the  limit  of 
its  growth  in  residences  and  the  like;  hut  we 
have  other  ground  that  is  more  eligible  and 
this  space  can  be  left  for  a  body  of  water 
which,  in  Summer  and  Wintax.  would  add 
to  the  attractiveness,  the  pleasure  and  the 
profits  of  our  town.  West  End,  and  othei 
pans  near  the  Centre,  offer  good  building 
sites  which  would  be  in  greater  demand  if 
a  small  lake  afforded  the  advantages  of 
boating  and  fishing  in  Summer  and  health¬ 
ful  sports  in  Winter. 

The  present  goed  features  of  Bleem field 
might  be  greatly  augmented.  There  is  ne 
good  reason  why  this  should  not  be  s  grow¬ 
ing.  thriving  place,  with  an  increamng  local 
trade.  But,  to  ensure  this,  earnest,  deter¬ 
mined  and  persevering  effort  is  required. 
The  task  could  not  be  in  better  hands  than 
those  forming  the  Bloomfield  Improvement 
Association.  W e  anticipate  a  speedy  “move¬ 
ment  along  the  whole  hots."  ''Now  is  the 
day  and  now  the  hour  !’*

hsve  made  up  tbetr  mind*  that  If  the  men  will 
not  try  to  add  to  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  their  village  life,  but  will  persist  in  neglect¬ 
ing  to  £eautlf>  l he  place,  then  the  women  wlU 
take  the  matter  in  band  theroaelvea.  Hence,  a 
week*  ago  they  formed  a  aocirty  and  called 
ft  the  Summit  Village  Improvement  Amocia- 
U  ha*  »  membership  of  ISO  Hi  nee  tbeu 
the  project  ha*  become  fashionable,  and  appli¬ 
cation*  for  nietnti«T*bl|i  keep  the  officer*  con¬ 
stantly  busy.  The  President  l*  Mr*.  WUIl*m  C. 
Hicks,  slid  her  enthusiasm  bs*  Inspired  courage 
lu  the  faintest  hrkricd  luemliera.  Mrs.  VVhlt- 
tridge,  wife  of  the  New  York  artist,  is  chalr- 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  There  are 
four  Vice  Presidents,  Mr*.  J.  Hall  Mcllraiue, 
Mrs.  J.  F.  Butterworth,  Mrs.  Solomon  Parson*, 
and  Mrs  Henry  L  Pierson.  Three  are  wive*  of 
tte  Methodist,  Presbyterian  and  Episcopal  min¬ 
isters  |u  Summit,  and  the  fourth  ia  the  wife  of 
an  lultdrnUal  gentleman  of  Catholic  faith.  In 
describing  bow  the  Association  went  to  work, 
an  official  said  to  a  representative  of  the  Acw 
Fork  bun: 

First  we  procured  the  constitution  of  the 
Ladles'  Village  Improvement  Society,  In  Stock- 
bridge,  Mas*  ,  whose  founder,  Mrs  Goodrich, 
started  the  Brat  of  these  societies  here.  The 
gtock brfUge  Society  betfan  by  improving  tbe 
ceuieierv,  and  so  di-t  the  two  nourishing  socie¬ 
ties  io  two  Connecticut  villages,  but  we  began 
sur  work.— how  do  you  think  ?  why,  by  Im¬ 
proving  the  depot  of  the  Delaware,  Lackswau 
us  and  Western  lteilrosd,  or  rather  the  land 
around  it.  It  fame  about  in  Ibis  way:  At  our 
request  Mr.  Frederick  Law  Olinstead,  of  New 
Tork,  came  to  the  village,  and  we  asked  him 
how  weeihald  be*t  beautify  the  village.  After 
Inspccilng  it,  be  said  that  before  attempting  to 
beautify  it  we  bad  better  grade  the  streets  and 
keep  them  cleaner,  and  be  suggested  that  as 
tbe  sirrets  and  the  |>!axu  near  the  depot  were  in 
a  shamefully  neglected  condition,  we  bad  bet 
ter  begiu  there  by  macadamizing  the  streets, 
sod  inskiug  flower-beds  where  they  could  be 
seen  by  travelers  from  tbe  car  wiutiow*.  Well, 
we  raised  on  an  appeal  to  tbe  people,  sod 
have  stM-ut  it  on  tbe  laud  aronnd  the  depot. 
Superintendent  Keasoocr,  of  the  railroad,  was 
asted  to  contribute,  and  he  sent  sixty  ear-luads 
vf  slag  from  tbe  Port  Oram  fciruace  to  raise  the 
ground.  We  have  some  monev  now  to  plant 
flowers  arouud  tbe  depot.  The  ladies,  fearing 
that  the  boys  would  pull  tbr  flowers  we  are  to 
plant  near  the  depot,  offered  a  prise  of  three 
gold  pieera,  sixe  not  determine. 1,  to  the  family 
wbicu  shall  have  the  prettiest  douryard  about 
its  cotfikgo.
